Subsequent intorvievrs vero conducted on July 20 , 21, 22, 2h and 
25; 1950; botv7cen S/JUilT and /igents M/JIOJJEY and M.'‘iXS0N. Early in the course 
of tho first interviev, S/iRi'JJT was asked for pemissioa to search his rcsi- . >■ , 
dencc. He consented to this and executed a written permission dated July 19,, 
1950 , authorising Special Aaents MAHONEY and li/iXSOR to perfona such search,. 
This search was conducted during the night of July 19 and the early morning - 
of July 20; 1950 . During the course of the search, when it was found that - - 
it was going to take considerable tine, S/JUIIT executed a second consent to 
search directed to SA's KICHOL^AS L. DUi©AR and P/UL R. BIBLER. These /agents 
then assisted in the search. On July 21, 1950, SAR/JJT by vritton consent, 
further authorized Agents JL'JiOKEY and M^iXSOH to conduct an additional search 
of his promises on t;jc sane date. Various material was obtained during both., •. 
searches, and appropriate receipts dated July 20 and July 21 respectively, 
were fuT’nished Subject. . . .. ■ ;

SARAirr willing to furnish bachgrovind information concerning 
hinsclf, such information being set forth later in this report. Kc-^ however^ 
thoeigh expressing a desire to cooperatCj was vague and furnished contradic-, 
torg inforr.iation in many of hiis ansv^^rs to questions put to liln. He at all 
tiiuos positively denied performing espionage on behalf of tr.c Russian govern- 
ment, or perj-iitting espionage in his apartment at 65 Merton Street, Now York . 
City. He further denied any knowledge of tliis apartment being used for 
espionage from 19^6 to 1950; after he bad left the apartment but while it was 
still rented in his name. This information will be set forth later in detail. 


SfiVJ^T,, when questioned concerning his nembership in the Communist 
Party, stated emphatically that he is not now a monber of this Party. He did 
state that he was a member of the: Commvinist Political Association for approx- 
imately 18 mont),is sometime between 19^3 f-nd 3.945. that he vras a member of a 
club in Grcemrlch Village. He stated that he did not recall how ho happened 
to Join or any of the circuastancos connected with Ms Joining. 

Pie recalled that be was a member of the American Student Union 
while at Cooper Union Institute of Tcchno3.ogy and was a delegate from Cooper 
Union to a national convention hold in Washington, D. C. in 1941. He advised 
that starting with his college days !:e conside'rcd hLmself a "liberal and a' 
progressive; " and that many of the ideas of the Communists sconed to hi:a to • 
be right at the tine. When be moved to Nev; York City_. he Jxist happened to - 
Join the Communist Political Association. He did not recall vrticre he 
attended meetings, who got him to Join the Party, or the names of any other 
members of the club or branch to wh.ich he belonged. Pie stated that JQPi H. B/ iRR 
and JULIUS ROSENBERG v;ere not members of this branch.' He stated that he 
never was a member of any other branch. According to S/J</iNT, when he found. . 
that the meetings consisted chiefly in arguments raid lengthyi discussions, he 
Just stopped going. Ho denied being a Party member or going to. any Party 
meetings since tliat date. !Io denied ever knowing his wife as a member of 
the Comr.ivuiict Prjrty. . * ■ . ■ 

- . Subject was questione'd concerning any trips made by him to New York 

City since moving tc Ithaca in Scptembei*. 1946. Ho stated that he could^ not 
recall* -vrith any degree of clarity the dates or nature- “of raiy such trips made 
by hij.i, with the exception of perhaps one, but that he thouglit ho nay possibly 
have mo,de in the neighborhood of six to seven trips. Ku did recall the

With reference to the above, BARAFTj! advised that he could recall 
the details of the trip made by hira ’.rith JOSEPH lOTERl-lAGOIO to Hevr York 
City He advised that this trip took place early in 1950, t»iat he and 
IHTERI'IAGGIO went to New York in an effort to raise money for the purpose 
of buying an interest in La Rock’s Paint Store. The tri*p lasted approxi-; 
roatcly throe or four days. He stayed with his family in Baldwin^ Long 
Island; INTETOIAGGIO stayed with his family in Oceanside, Long Island. He 
\ra.s with INTERMAGGIO only one day in New York City in an effort to raise 
some money. lie recalled having a difficult time in locating INTERf-IAGGIO ■ 
and vraiting for him in the office of an exporter named^^lDERSON in Mid- 
town New Yori:, INTl^RMAGGIO had instructed him to meet him there. That • 
was the only time he was actxially in New York City during this trip. He. 
denied visiting 65 Morton Street on this trip or any otlier trip to New '■ 
York City since he moved to Ithaca. He denied visiting the SAEMff LA BOR- 
ATORIES since moving to Ithaca. He denied contacting Jbl^IUS ROoEIJBEhG on 
any .of these trips. It has been established through interview with Sub- 
ject's wife that while ho was in New York on this trip, she had to call in 
a pli-cibcr, Brower Sc Brov/n Company, 3^6 W. Lincoln Street. Ithaca, to have 
some emergency plumbing repairs made. ROGER BROVW, treasurer of this com-' 
pany, advised that the date of these repairs was February 20, 1950. 

S/JblN^did definitely recall one other trip to New York City. 

He stated that] hp v/ent to the city in November. 1946, to attend a concert 
given by BEiTlV'SATjDERS at Tines Hall on East 43rd Street. He did not 
recall where !'.c stayed or any other details, but added that he might have 
seen VmM„GLASSI-IAN on this trip.

SARAIIT, dxaring the covxse of the interviews had with him, denied 
ever kno\/ing anyone in New York City on East 7th Street , except nayhe some k 
college chujii whose name he could not recall, fie denied ever living at or 
visiting 112 East 7th Street, denied ever having JULIUS ROSENBERG visit him 
at this address, and denied ever using the nan^r'T^ALTOK, or any other alias. 

During the search of Subject's residence. Special Agent JOHN D. 
f'WIONEY located a book entitled '1-ticrovave Transmissioii Design Data," 
published by the Sperry GjToscope Company. Inc.. Ma;il'iattan Bridge Plasa 
Brooklyn, New York. This book bears serial and is marked confiden- - 

tial. The fol.loving appears on the inside page; 

"Confidential — This document contains information 
affecting the national defense of the United States 
within the nearing of the Espionage Act 50 U.S.C, 31 
and 32,. as tunended. Its. transnission or the revelation 
of its contents in any manner to an unauthorised person 
is prohibited by la\i.j' 

Subject advised t.k.at an individual naiued JOSSP-H-T^GAR, with 
whom he vrorked o,t the i/estoiTi^Electric gave hini the' book, but 

that he ..docs not recall v.-I^ciT it was givtnrTiim. lie denied ever furnishing 
any information in this book to any. unauthorized person. lie stated that 
BREGAR offered to get h:Lm such a book after he had expressed interest in . 
a similar copy, which was in BREGAR 's possession.

PHOTOGRAPHIC EXPERISNCE AM) EQUIPMENT

SAIiANT has advised that he has had an interest In photography as a 
hobby since his high school days and that he vras doing his oivn developing ' 
while in high school, vrith ordinary amateur equipment purchased in some store 
in Hempstead. He believed that he first owned a small BrovTnie camera. He 
later purchased a C2 Argus camera in some store in Hempstead for %2$^00c He -■ 
recalled that his brother, liiflLLIAa, also had a sinular camera. He believed . 
that he purchased the Argus at about the time he gradviated from high school 
or during his first year in college 4 , , jd- 

He ad^dsed that he commuted from Coopear Union Institute of Technology 
to his home in Hempstead and that during this time he had only an intermittent : • 
interest in camera v;ork. He had, as added eqx'.ipment, a tripod and recalled he 
may have had flood lights. He covdd not recall v/hat happened to this Argus 
camera, v/hether he sold it, or when he stopped using it. He did recall pur- : 
chasing a Bee-Bee camera sometime around ?.5'45, but he stated he did not re- 
member if he had his Argus up until this time. He advised that he purchased 
the Bee-Bee camera from a person, whoso Hast name was GOLDBERG. He stated that' 
GOLDBERG was working at tfet time in the Eagle Radar Ihroject, USnd Street 
Plant, Western Ej.ectric Company, New York City. He described GOLDBERG as 
follavs; short, 5 '3" - 5'i*”; slight build, 135-lUO pounds; light blond mus- 
tache. He stated that he paid ^^65. 00 cash for the camera, also buying a flat 
iron for ^5*00 at the same time. He believed that these purchases took place 
after his marriage in July, l$i;5.- 

This Bee-Bee camera vras obtained daring.the search of svdaject's V ' 
residence on July 20, 1950 by Special Agent JOHN D. MAHONEY. Examination . 

reflects that the box nuiaber is 11*285. It has a 10.5 cm,., F2. 9 Meyer Gorlitz 
Irioplan lens # 793581* fitted in a Corapra* shutter # 35370%, maniu-acturcd by ■ 

F. DECKEL - MUNCPIEN. The camera Y/as originally designed foi* use with 6.5 cm, • . 

X 9 cm - cut film, film pack's, or glass plates; however, a Mico Springback 
raanufact\|red by siico Photo Ib'oducts Company, Chicago, Illincis, has been 
attached Ito tbe camera in order to adapt it for use with 2 ^’X cut film or ■" • 
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film pack. This Springback has a ground glass focusing screen built into 
it thereby mricing it unnecessary to remove the ground glass to attach the , 
cut film holder or the film pack adapter. Inquiry made at the Burleigh , ■ 

Brooks Company^ 10 V/est U6th Street, Hev/ York City, reflected that these 
Bee-Bee cameras were imported by this firm from Germr.nj’- and were distributed , 
in this country by Burleigh Brocks, 

illr. FRANIC RIZZ/iTTI, of the Burleigh Brooks Coiqpany, advised he 
could locate no record of this camera, but tliat it must have been imported - ’ 
into this country prior to 19i43. Subject advised that he himself covered , 
the camera case in brown leather . since its purchase and that he also installed ’ 
the mic o springback. ■ ^ v . '

He advised that he purchased the enlarger from JACK ( 2^<1?0SE1IBAUM • ” 
while he was working in the Signal Corps Laboratoiy at Fort Monmouth. Ac- ■ , 

cording to SARAHT, ALICE^KjiTZ, who then resided in Long Branch, New Jersey 
and was also employed in the Signal Corps Laboratory, told him that a friend 
had an enlarger for sale. He was directed t.o ROSENB/VJjiJ and purchased the . 
enlarger from him for $25,00. SARANT recalled that ROSENBAUM lived on the - 
East York City, around 32nd or 33rd Streets, 

Subject advised that he purchased two sets of fj.ood lair^js (consisting 
of two bases with four lights on each base) some place on Fulton Street, New 
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York City, after he moved to 6$ Korton Street and before he was married. He ^ i 
stated that he used these as floor lamps and also to take portraits of girls 
who visited the apartment. He also stated that he attempted unsuccessfully 
to use these floodlatrps in taking doc’jment photographs of sheet jnusic while 
living on Morton Street. He advised that his technique consisted of placing 
the music on a music rack, illtuiiinating the music va?.th two laiqis, and then 
taking the picture with the camera about two feet away. He believed he used 
extended bellows.. 

Sj^RAOT advised that he did most of his own developing v/hile living 
in the Morton • Street apartment by using the Icitchcn as his dark room. He 
stated that he once had a bakelite tank for developing cut film but that he 
doesn't reall ovming one for roll film. 

SiillANT denied ever doing any other type of docuifientary camera work 
and denied ever using a Leica camera and that he (SAF.Al'TT) used it from time 
to time. He could furnish no details as to the acquisition of this camera 
by EARR and advi.sed that he actually reneinbered nothing concerning this 
camera. He stated that in the early fall (August-Septembor) 19iip, he, his • ■ 
wife, BARR, and VI\T:AK GLASCii&H took a canoe trip in the Fulton Chain, New 
York Adirondacks and that BiiHH had his Leica camera with him at that time. 

He advised that some of the photographs located during the seai'ch of his 
residence were taken on Leica camera as were various other j^oto- 

graphs taken on hiking trips. 

SAEANT was asked how he was able to obtain film viiile he was living 
on Morton Sti'eet during the w,ar, when film vras so very Eoarce. He advised, 
that he never had any trouble getting the cut film neoessa.ry for use in his 
camera, that mar.y shops on Fulton Street had a more than adet^uate supply, 
and that film supply vras no problem at all. He also stated toat there were ' 
shops that carried odd ends of motion picture film, that such film could be 
used in some still c-ameras using roll film, and that he had hoard of this 
practice being used when film v/as. scarce, , '' . 

I Subject yias questioned as to whether BAFiR had done an^r photographic . , 
work aw the 65 Morton Street apartment. He stated that he was quite sure . 

that he had done some portrait work,' but never any documentary work. He also. ' , 
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stated that EAHR had some developing equipment in the Morton Street apartment ' 

from time to time and that he did some developing v/ork from time to time in , 

tlie kitchen. 

Sj\HANT positively denied ever doing any photogTcphic work at the • 
request of JULIUS ROSENBERG. He further denied ever doing any doc\unentary 
work other than his attempts to photograph sheet music. He also denied doing 
any photographic vrork at B-'J?R'S request or doing ary work for the Russian 
Goverment or for possible use by tiie Russian Government. .

AlfRED SAIW^T furnisl'.od the following inforEiotion concerning Apt. 
6 l- 65 Morton Street, Hew Yorh City. 

S/iRMT advised that in about August, 19^3* he v/as transferred to 
New York City from Bayonne, Hew Jersey, by Western Electric Company, and 
that he went to Hew York City in the evenings to look for an apartment. He 
finally located Apartment 6 l at 65 Horton Street, New York City. He said 
that he moved there about October 19^3- He said that no one helped him 
locate the apartment. 

During the course of the search of Subject's homo on tlie evening 
of July 19 , 1950 and morning of July 20,- 1950, on Cayuga Heights Road, 
Ithaca, New Yor!:, by authority of a waiver of search signed by the Subject 
on July 19 , 1950: lease was located by SA JOHN D. MAIiOIffiY between the 
Subject and 65 Morton Street Realty Corporation, which agreement was made 
on September 19 , 19^3- This agreement was for the rental of apartment 6l 
at 65 Morton Street. New York City, for a period of twelve months at an- 
annual rental of $5^0, to become effective October 1, 19^3 > "to end on 
September 30 , 194 k. 

SARAHT advised that the rental for the apartment included water 
and heat, but he had to pay for gas, lights and telephone. He also said 
that he- had an A.C. current run into his apartment no that he could use 
his x-ecord player and occasionally use his electric shaver. Ho had this 
from about the time he moved into- this apartment at a raonthly charge' of 
fifty cents. 

SARAI'TT advised that he lived in the apartment at, 65 Morton alone 
until he was married on July 6 , 19J^5 to LOUISE JACQUELIKE^OSS^whosc. nick- 
name is PUSSYCAT or PUSS , ‘ J /j ^ J } C 

SARAHl' stated that in the summer of 19^6 he decif^ed that he wanted 
to go b-ack to school to get a ina 3 t-,;r'B degree and he ctune to Ithaca, New ' ■ 
York in September;. 19^:6, to try and enroll at Cornell University. At the 
tJi.ic he decided to leave, JOEL BARR told him that he wo\ild take over his 
(GAKAHT'g) epartuont lor himself and he intimated that ho mig'nt turn it 
over to WILLIAM P1']RL who v'as studying in Hevr York. At that time apartments 
were fear cc in lse\r York City, and because of this fact, BiiRR wanted the 
ap.artment ; ■ • . , 
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S/JRANT stated that BARR, or whoever stayed at the apartncnt, would 
send the rioney to him and he would send a check to 65 Morton Street Realty 
Corp'oration. He said that he told the raanagcr of the- apartment that he was t 
not giving up the apartment because he didn't know for sure whether he would 
be coming back to New York or not. SARAIIT stated that the manager was try-- • 
ing to oust him from the apartment and to insure that B/iRR got the apartment 
he left a small amount of furniture in it. He claimed he did not remember 
what furniture he left there, and said that he was not paid for the furniture 

During this interview SARAIIT said that he kept tijc apartment until 
about 1948, and paid the rent by check. Ho. advised that he received money 
orders from BARR .Cor the rent and after BARR left, the date of 'i^hich he could 
not remor.ibQr, PERL lived in the apartraent and sent him money orders, some of 
which cone from Cincinnati or Cleveland, Ohio, inhere PERL was working. 

S/JIAMT thought that vrhen PERL moved out, he had received a note 
froi.i PERL stating that S/iil.''J'IT should give up the apnrtocnt as he didn't need 
it any longer. At the time of the interview SAR/dlT stated that liC believed 
he still had tlic note from PERI., at his I'.onc. Ho thought that it had been a 
year or more ago that ’.0 heard from PERL concerning the apartment. 

During the course of a search of t.he Subject's 'lomc on Cayuga 
Heights Road, Ithaca, by authority' of a waiver of search signed by the Sub- , 
jeet on July I 9 , 1950, the following letters were located concerning the - 
apartment, by SA JOHN D. MdlOIIEY. ■ ' '

The above letters were discussed with SARAIIT in view of the fact 
that he previously stated that he gave up the nparti;iont about a year previ- 
ously. ^ Ho stated he did , not realise that it had been only about six months . 
but hel claimed he could not remember ai^ything else concerning payments, etc-. , 
He* was'unablo to locate the letter from VJILLIAM PERI, in which PERL told him ‘ 
he didn't need the apartment any raore. - ’ 
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Three letters were located in the effects of the Subject which 
are being set out in full as follows:

SAR/vIlT vas confronted \rith these letters and ijo s'^ated that they 
verc An*itton by PERL because the nanager, ROBERT G.'vRL0CK, at 65 Morton 
Dtreet, vfas attempting to re-rent the apartment. He stated that the bill 
of sale for the furniture from PERL Airac merely a paper transaction. 

■ M ... ■ ' 
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SAItWT VC.S questioned about the fact that PE RL, apparently vas 
liviuG in his apextraent v;ben be originally stated that he turned the apart- ^ 
inent over to BAR2. He statc-d that ho did agre’e to give the apartricnt' to i..‘- 

but BARR inbiraated that he night let PERL have it and apparently he- -i 

did. He stated be vas doing a friend a favor and he really didii't care • ■ 
vhat happened to the apertnent and had no interest in it other than getting 
the Money nonthly, which he did get. . 

S/JuMH? advised on Jxily 20, 1950, in discussing pa;/r.ients received- 
fron BARR and PERL, that he always received the noncy from tb.cm by money 
order, never by check to the best of his recollection. He was asked 
whether they ever paid riim in cash and ho stated that on one occasion PERL

Ko also clained tliat she sonotL-.x-s casixd or ■ 
deposited the nonuy orders rccei'/ed for payaont of the rent. 

On July 21, 1950, S/Jl/JIT f vanished the following additional ' 
inforiiation coaicorning the apnrti.xa^t. 

He stated tliat he had never been back to the apartaent since he • 
left there in 1946. 

An outline of tht; apartnent was dra\m by the Subject, this boias ' 
Apartnent 6l. 65 Morton Street, How York City.' According to bin, the 
aparti'.xnt was on the 6th floor and a hall loads to the apartnent. This 
hall leads into thiC niddlo of the living rooa, with the kitchen to the 
■right. On tlio left was a bathroon and a cJ.cthcs closet; beyond tlic bath 
and ciotiico closet was the bedroon. 

- I In going over the p>nyGic.al set up of the aportricnt with the 
Subject, Ix’ recalled tJiat tiiore i/as & bed and bookcase in the bedroon. 
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Ec did not rci;ier.ibcr wlierc he got the bookcase but he renenbered that he 
purchased the bod, vhich vas a Holljn/ood type double bed, fron Hearn's cn . 
l4th_ Street, Now York City, and believed he paid $39*.95 for the bod and 
the saino for box-spring nattress. He was positive that he bought this i 

after he noved to the apartiient. ■. . 

He recalled that he had a folding card table of dark color 
v;hich he brought with hin fror.i Bayonne, Nov Jersey. Ho stated that he 
used this table in the kitchen to eat on. He said that as far as lie could/’^- 
recall, this was tJic only furniture in the kitchen except for sorc chairs. -

In the living rooa there was a day bed, which he still has in his..-.’ 
hone in Ithaca, together with a riaplc table which ho also brought to • :■ 

Ithaca. He had his record player and cabinet, o3 so now in Ithaca, and 
believes that ho had a naplc Icuip but doesn't Icnow what happened to it. •, 

After over the furniture set up, the Subject advised that . ' ‘ - 

the only things he knows he left in the apartment were the bed, the card . . 
table in the kitchen, and the lamp. 

The Subject advised on July 24^ 1950, that he could not find the .. 
key that he had for Apartment 6 I, 65 Morton Street, New York City, and that , 
ho had either lost it or had made a toy out of it for his son, STEVEN. ’ 

He stated the key had 6 l stamped on it and that he had stamped it on the ‘ ; 
key himself, probably while he was at Vfestern Electric Company.- . / ' 

SARAIIT advised that he and his wife had talked about the apart- 
ment and they could not recall how they were advised that they should give 
up the apartment. He stated they were certain that it wasn't by telephone, 
or telegraph, and he believed it -vra-s a note with the last money order, 
telling him to give up the apartment. He stated that his guess was that 
PERI, sent the last money order. . 

Subject advised, after talking w-ith his wife, that he could now 
recall one occasion when they received a money order from VIVI^Jl GLASSIvIAN. • - 
He could not explain \rhy he should have received the money order from her. 

He v;as sure that the only oiics that ever paid the rent vrcro JO^ BARR, ' - 
WILLI/J-fePERI, and VIVIAN GIJ^SMAI^. " ' ‘ . 
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• It should "be noted that the Subject stated that he received '• 

money orders from JOEL BARR, WILLIAM PERL and VIVIAIi GLASSrlAIf. for the ' 
payment of the rent on all occasions, with the exception of one liai^) 
sum -idiich he received, information about which has been set out above. , 


Albany Confidential Informant T-1, of known reliability.

At Star,iford, New York; ' . • 

Mr. FRED TICE and Mr. HEiNRY ELV/YN, SR., formerly Assistant 
Superintendent of the apartnent building at 65 Morton Street, New York 
City, and Mrs. FRED TICE, wore interviewed on July 28, I 950 

Mr. FRED TICE, who no^r resides on Main Street, South Kortright, 
Now York^ was intervicv;cd at his place of business in Stamford. He stated 
that he v;as Assistant Superintendent of the 65 Morton Street apartment 
from. Novenbor 1944 to October, 1946. 

Mr. TICE said he kriew /vLFRED S/Jb'JIT as c. tenant i.iio resided in 
Apart’ lent 61. Hr- TICE stated that he had occasion to see S/JiAlIT and 
talk to him a number of tlues. It was pointed out by Mr. TICE that ho 
collected the rent each nontii from SAFANT which ho was often tardy in 
paying. Payi,ients vrera usually by check. On some of these rent collect- 
ing visits to S/JAillT's aparti'iiont, he would be invited in soraotinos for a 
drinic. 


Mr. TICE advised that he had been in the apartment a few times 
to fix windows and doers. He recalled the first tine he had contact with 
S.IR/JFL’ was in late November , 1944, vrhen hc'h.aci to fix a pipe that was 
lealdng in the batliroon. It also stated by Mr. TICE that in the 
winter^ of 1945-1946, as be recalls it, he cJid Mr. HENRY ELVffN, Sr., 
supcrilitondent of tho bviilding, removed a vrire, app.arcntly an AC wire 
fror.iSSARi'JIT 'b r.partncnt. This wire was stapled to tho windovr in the . 
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living room of npartraent 6l and was'i'.nnging dov/n the side of the building. 
Mr. TICE was not certain \rtiothcr this virc vas fastened to a window of 
Apcxtncnt 5I, which x/as directly beneath Apartment 6I. This wire, which, 
TICE has naintained in his possession, was obtained dwing the course of 
this interview. 

Mr. TICE said that fron these visits to the S/Jl/iHT apartrAont, he 
recalls that there was never nuch furniture. He renenbered seeing a hone- 
nadc bed in the bedroon, a v/ork bench in the living roon, and soiac radio 
equipnent which caused Mr. TICE ‘to ass-oao that S/JvM'JT was a "hain" radio 
operator. Mr. TICE could not ncu:ie any specific radio equipnent that he 
saw and said he renenbered that at the tiiao he noticed it ho thought of it 
as being radio equipnent v/hich would bo in possession of a baxa radio ’ 
operator. Itr. TICE went on to state that follo\ring S/dVdlP's narriage in ■ 
the suni'Acr of 19^6, it appeared that little by little wore furnitiAre was 
added to the apartnent ’ s f\imishir.gs , but that there was never very nuch 
in the way of furniture there, i^. TICE also nentionod that he recalls 
seeing a nusical instrui.iont, just what instrunent ho can't renenber, and 
a nusic stand, in the apartnent. 

Mr. TICE stated that prior to the surnei’ of 19 ii- 6 , which was the 
tine that S/l^jrr infomed hira that he vkis narried, that there votq often 
girls who visited t!'.e apartnent, Mr. TICE said he never know the naiaos 
of any of then and doubts that ho irauld recognize the pictures of any of 
then except SAR/iirfs wife, who lived with S/Jb'iin! in the apartnent prior' 
to the tine they said they wore narried. Mr. TICE said that parties were 
often held in Apartnent 6I, both before and after S/Jl/u'fT's narriage, but 
nostly before that tine. In describing those parties, Mr. TICE said that 
they sccncd to him to be big "raucous drinlving affairs. Ho did not recall 
. any nusicales being h.eld in the apartment. 

Mir. TICE said that SARAIfT and his wife novod out about a nonth, 
as he recalls it, prior to tho, tine that ho, Mr. TICE, concluded his job, 
which woiild place it around September 1 > 19 ^ 6 , that S/JlfilW left. TICE ' • 
said that he was in th.e apartrie-at once foliowing S/dWTI's departure and 
noted tliat all the furniture had been renoved. Ilr. TICE said he renenbers 
G/JlfJJT telling him he was leaving because ho was being trc-nsi'erred in his 
jdb, and that he vas moving to M.assachusotts . TICE further advised that 
he wa| introduced by .S/vRAHT to tlic nan tliat was going to tal:e over tlie , 
apartnent when S/JIAHT left. He said tlsat SARANT introdxiccd him as "mj’- 
cousin" but he does not nc\/ recall the nan's natio,. 
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V/l'.on Mr. TICE vcs shown a photograph of JOEL B/iKR, he stated 
that it could have heen the nan who replaced S/JLM‘IT in tlie apart'-iont, "but 
that he could not he- certain. J-ir. TICE said he never again saw the new 
tenant following the introduction i.ientionecl above and cannot positively 
state when or wliethor this new' tenant actually tioved there. Mr. TICE ex- 
plained that he, TICE, was hiriself Moving from the aparti;ient building at 
about that tine. 

It was Mr. TICE's observation that the SAR/dJT apartment had AC 
current throughout the tine that S/JlArn? lived there. 

■' Photographs of /JjTRED S/JlAifr,^EL BARR, DAVID GREEiraLASS, RU TH ' ' 
GREENGIu".SS, JULIUS KOSEJIBERG, VJ. BRUCJ^ATOH, }4/iX ELITCHER, VaLLIAI'UPERL 
and MORTON SOBELL were exhibited to Mr. TICE. He irnaediately recognized 
SAIldNT mid B/lRR. He advised th.at he often saw B/dffi entering and leaving 
the apartment building and often tines he would be in the conpany of ■ 

S/Jt^dlT. Mr. TICE said he would not say positively, but feels certain 
that he has actually soon B/Jiu in S/Jl/dIT’s apartment. Mr. TICE identified 
JULIUS ROSENBERG as a person he recalled seeing in the drug store at 85 
Barrovr Street. He said he positively renombors seeing him there as a ’ 
customer. Ho %«is hesitant in identifying ROSElfflERG from the photographs 
in which R0SEII3ERG is not wearing glasses, but when shoim a. photograph of 
ROSENBERG wearing glasses, he made a positive identification. 

Mr. TICE stated that he recalls having seen Vf. BRUCE DAYTON but 
he could not place where. Mr. TICE also said tliat V/ILIjL'iM PERL "struck a 
familiar cord" with bin. He failed to identify DAVID GREEIJGLihSS, RUTH 
GriEEriGL;.SS, mix ELITCHER, or MORTON SOBELL. 

Mrs . FI^ED TICE was interviewed and she could furnish nothing 
that her husband had not previously covered. She did, explain that she 
and lior husband sometimes ob'served the "wild" parties that were held in 
Apartment 6l from the roof of the building. 

The photographs of S/JVJTT, B/JU?, DAVID and RUTH GREEirei/iSS , 
tTUTAUS ROSENBERG, W. BRUCE DAYTON, M/iX ELITCinSll, WILLLV! PETi and MORTON 
SOBELL were sliowi to Mrs. TICE. She immediately recognized S.fJl/JIT and 
B/iRR. She said B/vPR used to stay with SARAIJT for weeks at a tine. This 
was pr:^r, she said, to S/JhMIT's nnrriagc- 

Mrs. TICE sai'd she feels certain that she has seen WIILI/ii PERL 
in the apartment building. She also stated. that W. BRUCE DAYTON looks lilee 
a fellow vrho used to stay witJi SAlt'JfT quite a bit.

' but could r.ialcc no further identification. She did not rf.^copni 7/^ EUTPHT^ ^ 
SOBELL,pr DAVID , or RUTH GREEIIGL/'iSS . 


14r. HEIfRY S. ELVTilf, Sr., vho nov resides at Stanford, New York, 
RED, advised that he was Assistant Superintendent of the apartnent build- 
ir-G e.t 65 Morton Street, Hew York City, for approxinatoly I 6 nonths. He 
gave March 15, 19^7 to July I 5 , 19^,* as the epproxinate dates of his em- 
ploy-ient there . 

Mr. EI.WYIT stated that to his recollection, Ix: vras in Apartnent 
.61 only once, /is he recalls it now, he entered this apartnent one Sunday 
looming to turn off the water which was mnning in the shower. This entry 
was nadc followinc a conplaint frou a tenant in one of tlie adjoining opart- 
nents. Mr. SLVJYH said he docs not rcr.ienber anything concerning tlic 
interior of tlic apartaent . Ho could not say whether there was any furni- 
ture in t-x apartr.;ent. He fijially renonberod that he noticed a to^^ol 
hanging on the rack in the bathropn. 


It was Ilr. ELWH's observation that he never saw anyone enter 
or leave apartnent 6 l during the tixx he iroriced in the building. Hr. 

ELVJYI'T advised that he recalls that l-x was also uiidor the ix.iprossion that 
,\LFRED S/JliMIT was the person to vhon the apartnent tog leased, but since 
he, ELVrfN, never had any occasion to contact the tenant in this particular 
apartnent, he never saw the occupants of it. Mr. ELWYT'I stated that it was 
his duty to collect the rent fron the tenants in sone of the apartnents 
but that /^partnont 6 l v;as not one of those fren which he collected. It 
was Mr. ELVTYIPs inpress ion that the rent on this apartnent was sent 
dix'ectly to the Realty Conpany. 

Mr. ELtrfl'] stated tliat he renecibers that on one occasion, a 
package containing literature was delivered for Apartnent 6 l fron a pifl)- 
lishing house. The date of this was just after July 4, 19^7, but the 
none of the p^ublishing house and the t^Je of literature was urutnown to Mir. 
ELV/YH. I-tr. El.’.fflJ said that he received this package fron th.e delivery boy 
at tlic door of the apartnent building and placed it in the stororoon where 
it was picked up later by a person or persons whoi.i he did not see. 
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Mr. ELlfilJ roitoratocl that he never saw or heard any activity 
in Apartnent 6l during his tenure as Assistant Superintendent. When . 
asked spociiically conccrninc "-ny nectingSj nusicales, parties and the 
like that may ’iave been held in Apartnent 6l, tir. ELV/YII said he did not 
reneriber ever seeine or hearin{;; about any. 

Photocxaplis cf ;j.FRED SAR^dlT, JOEL B/J®, DAVID GPJSEKGLASS, 

RUTH GIffiENGLi'uSS, JULIUS ROSEIIBEIxG, U. BI’^UCE D.'kYTOK, IL\X ELITCilER, WILLI/aM 
PEIUL and MORTOH SOBELL were exhibited to I'dr. ELVOTJ, but he failed to 
identify any of then with the exception of JOEL B/Jai. He identified 
the photoeraph of B/iRR as a nan for who;.! he fixed an autonobilo clutch . 
around Hay or June, 1948. Hr. ELWYIi stated he thou^iht the car was a 
1941 Studcbakcr. Ho could give no further description of the autonobile. 
TI;c car, accordinG to ELV.YK, was parked in front of either 53 or 59 
Merton Street, but ho does net know whether the roan lived in either of 
the buildings at those addresses or not. Mr. ELUYT^ said that was the 
first and last tine he had ever ’scon this person. 

Mr. EL'Vfll advised that there were easels in the back seat of 
this car which lead bin to believe that the nan was an artist. ELUYII 
said he did not ask the nan's nano; tl.nt when he fijushed the job ho was 
paid cash for it, and w.hore.t.he nan vront fron there he does, not I'jiow. 

ELVnni said that his contact with the person tl;at ho identified 
as B.'JvR ca ic about as a result of inquiries uadc by B/JIR in the noighbro- 
hoi>d for a person v/ho could fix autonobiles. Hr. ELV/YIT said that in 
addition to being Assistant Superintendent of the apartnent building, he 
also, fron tine to tine, did ncchanic's work. 
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JOEL BARR 


Subject ixirnisbed the followiiig infomation concerning on 

July 19, 1950. 

He stated that he worked at the U. S. Signal Corps, Monriouth, 

Nevr Jersey, and he believed that he net BAKU there under the following . 
circuT-istances . (SAll^JIT worked nt Signal Corps fron Septenber 22, 19^1 
to Septenber 5, 1942.) He stated as he recalled it, BAiU^ cane around 
where he was working and tried to sell hin a subscription to the Con- 
sumers Union reports. This was sonetiime sliortly after he started work- 
ing. He recalled that 3AIu\ worked in the Specifications and Hecords 
Section at the Signal Corps. 

SAib'jrr stated t)iat he and BARR becanc I'rionds and that they nay 
have seen ec.ch other weekly at BARI^'s residence in Long Branch, Kew • • 

Jersey, or at his residence in Hew Jersey. They. lived about two to- 
three riles fron each other. S/JVd}T stated that BAliR was discharged froa 
the Signal Corps because he was a Covuiunist. SfiR/JIT denied that he Iniow 
of his ovm knowledge that BiiRR was a Coi.inuni6t and stated that he never 
discussed it with BARR, 

S/JIAHT advised that he (SARMW) was discharged on Septenber 5> 

1942, fron the Signal Corps with prejudice, for failing to obey orders.' 

He then went to work for V/estorn Electric at Bayorme, Now Jersey, and 
when he wont there BAiu^ was already working there in the tiochanical end , 
of Radar. About a year later both he and B/iRR were transferred to the 
Western Electric at 59th Street, New York City, but not at the sane tine 
as for as he could rencuber. 

Subject advised that he r.iay have first net JULIUS ROSENBERG. • 
througli JOEL BAlJi and he believed that B/iRR and JULIUS ROSEiraERG were 
classnates at college. 

The Subject stated that he left 65 Morton Street, New York City 
for Ithaca, Kew York, about Septenber, 1946. He did not recall the exact 
date. Ho advised that apartnents were scarce and that when he decided to ; 
move J JOEL B/JW told bin that ’je would take over the aportne-nt at 65 
Mort& Street. As far as he could renenber, BARR told hin that he needed . 
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Bn apartment for himself and intimated that he might turn it over to 
(william) PEPIL, who was studying in New York. He was not sure exactly 
what BARR told him^ but because of the scarcity of apeatments and be- : 
cause of an argument i7ith his landJci'd, it was agreed that SARANT would. ; 
leave a little fu-^niture in the apar lament, that he would pay the rent^ • < 
and that BARR, or whoevez* stayed there, would reimburse him. * * 

The Subject ste.ted that the last time he saw BARR was one - y ' 
time when BARR came to Ithaca to visit him. He could not recall the ' . 
date, but thought it was sometime in late 1046 o.r early 1947. He said 
that BARR, as far as he cotU-d lemember, was oat of work o-iid had bought . 
an automobile, and said he was going to Florida. SARAIff stated he has li.. 
never heard from BARR since that date and he was emphatic cn this point.' ^ 

SARANT said that he had heard that BARR was in Finland, and , 
when questioned about this thought that he might have learned this, by k ' 
calling B.'^RR's sister (iRISfBARR) on one of his trips to New York City. " 
He did not remember whei’e the BARRs lived, but thought it was some place ‘ 
on 97th Street in New York City. He thoiight she told him that BARR was 
in Finland studying music. 

During the search of Subject's home on the evening of Jxxly 19 
and morning of July 20, 1950; a letter was located by SA JOHN D. MAITONEY ,, 
dated December 21, 1948, addressed "Dear PUSS and AL" and signed, "Love,* 
IRIS." Subject stated that this letter was from IRIS BARR, the sister .V 
of JOEL BARR. The letter states that JOEL was in Stockholm, Sweden at 
the present and was attending the Technical University there. According 
to the letter, he was very happy and regretted the day he vrould have to - 
return. The letter fxzrther states that "BILL. PERL was up to sec us. Do • 
you know that he's in Cleveland" He too liasn't heard from JOEL. It * 
seems to me that JOEL lost complete tics with his USA friends. Nobody 
even hears from, except my Mom and^ARTIE on^ROSE." 

The letter further staged that in case they wanted to write ^ ^ ' 
to JOEL, his address was "Mr. J-.MbaRR, care of Anderson Markuardsgaten . 

11, II Stockholm, Sweden." 

-j; \1hcn the Subject was confronted with this letter he stated 

t^at ho had completely forgotten about the fact that BARR's sister had - 
written giving JOEL BARR's address in Stockholm, Sweden. 
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Dvtrinc the course of the bc 2 .ig search, tvo letters addressed to 
"Dear JOEL" by BILL PEilL, verc located and arc bcinc set out below. The 
first one, undated, reads ns follows:

The second letter is dated April 8, 1945> and reads as follows: 


"Dear JOEL, 


"Guitar received with all chords in "ood order; also 
letter. Will pay you balance when I next see you. 


"About vactioninc this surrier. Even the thowjhi of carry- 
inn 2 . canoe appeals to no. Wljat vrould you say, however, to taiiinc 
a cabin or two by the sl-orcs cf some Minnetonka or other, with 
canoes available for s.hort excursions into the hinterland? A 
fixed base of opc:rations, say in some state park or other, can . 
make tliinss right comfortable, particularly at night. Let ne 
hear fro:n joiu on this vital subject, as to where, when, who, etc. 

I can tokc a 2rwce];s vacation, I thinlc, just when, I can't say 
yet. What ' j^OBTY doing for a vacation? 

. ,1 "Life is the usual hurscLruia routine. The war rovorberatos 
pe^efully all around me. Th.oy saj- it will soon bo over. That 
would be nice. . ; 
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"iThat do you think of mi" new literary ;'.tyle as embodied in 
the previous paragraph? It is intended to be blood curdling- 

"Let's hear. 

"IffiTTY. and WILL

The Subject was questioned concerning these letters and it was 
pointed out to him that they were addressed to JOEL BARR. He stated 
that he had no explanation as to how they happened to be among his 
papers, other than the fact that JOEL BARR vi.sited his residence at 65 
Morton Street frequently, and on many occasions would read a letter in 
the apartment and leave it there. He stated that when this occvtrred 
it was undoubtedly picked up by him and placed in the desk or some other 
receptacle. 

On July 20, 1950, SARAHT advised that the money for the apart- 
ment was sent h.im in the form of money orders from either (WILLIAM) ^PEM. 

or JOEL BARR, and he knows that -he never received a check from cither of 

them for the rent. He v;as questioned concerning when and the dates each 
paid him, but he denied that he could remeraber. He stated that he re- 
called receiving a Imp sura in cash for five or six months rent and he 
could ..not remember when, but remembered that it was paid to him person- 
ally and was not sent through the mail. He thought that it could have 
been given to him when BARR came to Ithaca, Hew York, to visit him in 
late 1946 or early 1§47, but ho was not sure. He stated it could have 
been given to him by WILLIA^^ PERL. Subject recalled that when BARR came 

to Ithaca, he did so specifically to see the SARAlTT's new baby, who was 

born on December 4, 1946. Ke believed that BARR was here shortly after 
this time and he recalled that BAPJt had a Packard automobile. 

In connection with the apartment, SARAilT remeriibered that he did 
not give his key to BARR because BARR bad a duplicate to the apartment at 
65 Morton Street in New York. He stated that he had given a duplicate key 
to DTiRR because they irare good friends and had a mutual interest in music, 
hiking and photography. He stated that BAPJl used to stay there at 65 
Morton .Street occasinnal ily . He could not. romcinber how" often. 
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In connect ion vritis the pnyajcnt cf the rent v/hon 3ARR took over 
th ; apartnent, he rc:ca3,locl BAIiS sa;>-irij that either he or FI3HL wculd use 
'he- apartinent, r,iii that vi.oover xiscd the aptirtiaent would send the money 
SARAirr. Ho vas questioned about tije peyraent oi' the utilities., which 
ere Btil]- in hip 'larr.e vlion he- lei’t, and he stated that he couldn't re- 
'll any arrai-ser'.oats nude v?ith BAKFI, but h.' pn-suiriod that they would 
j/ the bills. 

oATAJ']? advised that had a Leica Coiucra, b\5t be denied 

o'jr tal];ino with BAPI-t about wrn.'ro be boush.t the ca;nera; the date or 
eMhirig about the ccuaora.- Ho denied knowing that JULIUS ROSSl'iBSRG gave 
th Idea Camera to B;JI\ or that they used the caraora to photograph . 
laat-zicil for JULIUS ROGL'rBERG. 

Subject advised c;i July til- 1950 that he and B/iRR. used to 
holdn:.isicalcs in the- npartnicne at 65 'iorton Street, Lew' Yoik City, 

(He tijjcribed mucicaler. as the- pl-aying of recorded clrariher and folk 
song ;'wic, and ether records.) ' He stated that many times BARR would 
hold ti:sc muGicrdc-s vrith. Invinod friends of his, whor:- SAiVJJT did not 
know, .'s he recalls, these musicalcs wci'c held possibly as often as 
ones- '.reL-'ily. 


SAR/jrr stited that he and L/Rl^ and other friends, tl;G names of. 
wbo-T?. he xuld not re call or stated he did i^ot itnov, would often go on 
weekend U;ing trips together. He couldn't remember '.rhere the trips 
were. lie "dvised that BjjlR cj:. 3 , he ’..'Cit on tluroc canoe trips lasting 
for two '.^enzs, in the latter part of Atgust or early part of September, 
19^3.- 19^!-^ iiid 1945. riubject stated tiiaa they al-.ays bed a cojflcra on 
these trip:. He believed bo had bis ov/n Argus C -2 Camera on tlio 19^3 
trip, and ihat either they bi'cught his Argos or BARR's Leica Camera on 
the 1944 trip. He stated ‘I, did not remembor. On the 19^5 trip they 
brought BARI s Leica Gaiiicra.; he -..'as fairT-y sure of this. 

Sulljct stated tb-at a.o far as he cculd retail, ho and JCEL - 
'.rent on tl:..- first trip alone., Cn the; second trip be, B/vRR, and a girl 
noiiiou VlV.Ihlf ;icd._ tljo canoe trip tcr,etb-er. This was in 1944 . He denied 
vnat h-e l:no’: "lYIAU's last name and described her as a friend of BAElR's.

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, SAR/‘ijrr stated t>iat ho ciay have attended musicales at 
borao on 9Tth Street. He denied that lie could renenber BARR's address 
on 97 th Street. He believed that nany of the photos talccn on the 
various hikirtg trips vrero talrcn with BARR's Leica Carncra. . . 

On July 24, 1950, the Subject stated that in talking to his 
wife, she recalled that B/iRR telephoned thciA at 422 Eddy Street, Ithaca, . 
IJcv York, to say goodbye before he left for Holland. He said that he 
could not recall any of the details of this. , . 

On July 22, 1950, Subject furnished furtlier iiifomation con- 
cerning JOEL B/iRR which is set owf. In the section of this report 
entitled "S/Jj/uIT T,ApnRATORTF«;.''

On July 19, 1950, ALFRED SiWJJT furnished the following in- 
fomation concerning WILLI/Ji PERL. He stated when asked whether he 
knew PERL that he had net PERL once or twice and that he net PERL 
through JOEL B/iRR at BARR's haue. He could not recall the circunstanccs 
or where Bi\RR lived. Later, he stated that he had net PERL through 
B/'iRR when cane to see hin at 65 Morton Street, Now York City, 

and brought PERL with hin. He stated that he recalled he was trying ' 

to sleep at the tine and that it was about 10 P.M. He stated he 

recalled that B.'JIR and PERL had gone to school together but could 
not renenber the late that he first net PERL. Ho believed he was 
single at the tine and ho thought it was in 19 ^^. S/Hi-JJT stated as 
he recalled PERL was a student and he recalled that PERL later on 
was at Cincinnati or Cleveland, Ohio. 

He stated that PERL lived in the apartnent at 65 Morton 
Street, Nov York City, after JOEL B/J 5 R left there. He advised that • 

he believed that PERL sent hin noncy orders for the rent at 65 

Morton Street, New York City, and that is how he iuiow that PERL 
was either in Cincinnati or Cleveland, Ohio. lie was sure that he 
never received any checks fron PERL for the rent. 

In discussing vnth S/JltJIT how he happened to tirm his 
apartnent over to JOEL E'vRR, B/\RR told hin that he needed on apart- ■ 
nent for hinsclf and he intinatod to E/JViNT that he night turn it 
over to PERL, who was studying in Now York City. 

S/vRAI'IT stated that he believed that PERL was studying aero - " 
nautical engineering with a nan nanorV^ON^-yy-ViN (ph. ) . 

. Ho stated that he saw PEEL five or six tines and that ho 
always saw bin >ath JOEL B/iRR,. 

SATJJJT stated that he gave up the apartment at 65 Horton 
Street, New York City, when he thouglit he received a note fron 
WILLL’iM PERL saying that ho did not need it any longer. 

On this date S/Jv'VI'IT stated that he thougiit that he still 
had the note which PERL had sent hin. Ho stated on this date that 
ha had given up the apartnont a year or nore ago. 


On the evening of July 19, 195O and the morning ri,]y 20, 
1950# a search of subject's home at Cayuga Heights Road, Ithaca, 

York, was conducted by authority of Waiver of Search signed by SARMT 
on July 19, 1950 and letters were located by Special Agent JOHl^ D. 
in the den of subject's house. 

Under caption "65 Morton Street, New York City" it was pointed 
out to S/JVJfT that a review of the letters showed more than a casual 
acquaintance with PERL. He stated that the letters were written by 
PERL because of the fact that Mr. G/iRLOCIC, of 65 Morton Street Realty 
Company, had not wanted him to turn the apartment over to anyone else. 
Tlie bill of sale for the furniture was given for the same reason. 

In connection with the above letters, SARANT was asked 
whether he knew HETTY SAVIDGE, a friend of PERL's. He stated that he 
might have met her once, but knew nothing further concerning her. 

In discussing the 65 Morton Street apartment, New York City, 
the subject stated that as far as he could recall he was paid by money 
order at all times each month by JOEL BARR or WILLIAl-f PERL Ari.th the 
exception of one tine he remembered that he was paid a luinp sum for 
five or six months. Ho stated he received this money in cash personally 
from either JOEL EiARR or VJILLLUl PERL. He could not remember when this 
was paid to him or any of the c ire vans tancos surrounding the transaction. 
He stated that PERL might have given it to him because ho recalled 
seeing PERL once since leaving New York City and that was in Ithaca, 

New York. In trying to refresh SARANT's recollection of this trans- 
action, he recalled that PERL came to see him when ho lived at 422 
Eddy Street, Ithaca, Now York. He stated it was sometime between the 
time "he bought the lot at Cayuga Road, Ithaca, New York, about April, 
1947 and the time he moved from 422 Eddy Street, Ithaca, about July, 
1948, He believed that when he arrived home at about ^ PM. one day he 
found ITILLIAIi PERL there and that PERL stayed for dinner end left in ' 
the early evening. He remembered that PERL did not have a car because 
B/JUVNT dropped him off where he vras living later in the evening. As 
far as he could recall he drove PERL to the Cornell University Aero- 
nautics Building, or by the Aeronautics Building or to the place that ' 
PERL was living. He was sure that PERL was not staying at a hotel 
bu-^. claimed he could remember nothing more about the incident. He 
recalled that PERL was hero for more than a day and believed it was 
"maybe on the order of a week". He believed that PERL was at Ithaca, 

New York to confer i/ith some people in the aeronautics laboratory at 
Cornell University on a specific assignment for the company he worked 
for in Cincinnati or Cleveland. He stated he did not » 



know what the problem was as PERL did not discuss it with him. He 
stated that PERL could have given him the Ixunp sun in cash at that 
time, but he had no definite recollection of it. He was "reasonably 
sure" that he never saw PERL after this time. In connection with the 
apartment he remembered that he never gave the key to the 65 Morton >*■ 
Pti-oet, Hew York City apartment to anyone because B/J3R had a duplicate 
at the time he left. 

Si'^RAHT denied that PERL ever lived at 65 Morton Street, New 
. York City, with him and when asked whether PERL ever had his name on 
the mail box denied that he ever knew that PERL's home was on the mail 
box. 

Professor WILLIAM^Ej'JRS, Aeronautics Laboratory, Cornell 
University, Ithaca, New York, was interviewed on July 22, 1950. He 
recalled that he had made arrangements vrith WILLIAM PERL to lecture 
at Cornell on October 12, 19^8. He produced correspondence on this 
matter and further advised after checking telcphonically ^riLth his 
wife, that PERL had stayed over night at his home on that occasion. 

Further, Professor SE/iRSadvised that VfILLI/iM PERL had 
at his and Professor ARTHUE^^JITROWITZ's invitation stayed at Cornell 
about two months one summer, lie stated that this stay of PERL's hod 
no official connection with Cornell University and that it hod come 
about as follows. PERL was working as on assistant to VON KARM’iN at 
Columbia University and was to take his "prelims" at Columbia in the 
Fall. (Ho believed this was in 19^7.) PERL was having difficulty 
finding sufficient quiet and time to study so he was Invited to use 
office space and stay at Cornell. SEARS stated he liad known PERL for, 
several years, having met him at Columbia. Ho could not recall v;herc. 
PERL lived in Ithaca, New York, but believed it was at some rooming 
house. Ho stated that he considered PERL one of the outstanding 
young men in the country in aeronautical engineering. He stated 
that PERL’'s field was on wing theory but now he is worlcing on 
mathematical problem of compressible flow of air, both inside and 
outside. 

Professor MTHUR K/\KTR0l«TZ of Cornell University, Ithaca, 

New York, was interviewed on July 22, 1950, and he advised that he 
was to talcc his final exams at Columbia University in October, 19^+7, 
and that PERL v-as to take his "prolims" at the scaae time. Ho end 
SEARS invited PERL to Cornell to study and ns he recalled, PERL was 
boro from about July, 1947 until .about September, 1947. K."iH’IROWITZ 


stated that. iir. riot Vnov whore P^L lived, but believed it vas 
at one of the University domitories, the teoporary wooden voncs.. 

JAMES DRISCOLL, Office of PoRidoi.tial Hall, Cornell 
University, advised that PKRT. paid rent on Roon 101, Lynn Hall, 
fron July R3, 1947 to Septonber 15, 19*^7- The records reflected 
that a ^5.00 roon deposit vas refunded hin on August 29, 19^7» 
indicating that he nay have left on this date. The files further 
reflect that he was granted a roon on the canpus on the recon- 
nondation of Professor VJILLI/d-l SI2/JIS. 

In regard to PERL> Ahe subject stated that he never Imcw 
PERL by the nane of VTILLIAIi/fmTERPERL. y 

On July 21, 1950, Special Agent JOHN D.,^2^0NEy located 
a receipt in the house of the subject fron Mr. W./l'TJTTERPERL,- 1516 
East 120 Street, Cleveland, Ohio, dated March 24, '1950 oh the billliead 
of the Tatay Music Shop, l47 West 46th Street, New York City, for a 
Spanish guitar ond nccoutronents in the sun of $75*60 narked paid. 

Also located at the hone of the subject in a red folder 
narked "ALFRED'S Papers" by Special Agent JOHIi D. MTJIONEY on July 21, 
1950, was the nane Mr. W. MUTTERPERL, 1515 E. 120 St. Cleveland, 

Ohio, which was written in pencil on the back of a v/itliholding 
receipt addressed to the subject at 65 Morton Street, New York City 
for the year 1944.

JULIUS ^ITD yTIIFL 


During the course of this first interview on July 19, 1950, SAEAHi’ 
v/as asked if he was acquainted v.'ith or if he knevf JULIUS SOSElIBiEG. He ad- .■ 
vised that he did know JULIUS EOSKilBEHO and gave the following information 
relative to v;hat he "believed might have teen their first meeting. SAEAJJT 
■became acquainted with JOEL BAIil vrhen they both v/ere employed at the United 
States Army Signal Corps Laboratory, Port Monmouth, Hew Jersey (information 
concerning JOEL B.U® has been set forth above) . Ee and BABE became very close 
friends. One day B;iES askad hin if he vjould donate blood for the sick father ■; 
of a friend. SAEAITT agreed to do this, and he stated that he is pretty cer- 
tain that this friend of BADE vas JULI'US ECSiil^jSEG and that he met him while 
ho vras giving this blood donation. EAE;JT then added that it is possible that 
ho could have met him before since BAER and ROSELrBEEO were former classmates 
at City College of Hew York. Ee was very vague as to other mootings with 
EOoElIBSEG and coiild not recall *.iie dates, places, or circiaristances, advising 
that they could have taken place in restaurants or at union mootings. He . ' 

recalled visiting the E0SEiu33El apartment on or.c occasion but could not fur- ' ; 

hish the address of this apartment. Ho believed that ho recalled accompanying 
JOEL BABE to ROSS^B.UEG'S to attend some political mooting. He denied that it ■ 
was a Communist Party mooting or that it had anything to do with expionago. 

Ee could not recall who else was present or v/hae took place at the meeting. 


SAEA!?T vras pointedly asked if he at at^' time was ciroloyed by or if 
he ever assisted HOSJiSlBEHC' in obtaining infoimmtion for the Russian government. 

Ho positively denied thif. He also denied knowing anything concerning espion- 
age activities on the port of EOSUiBBRC, adding that his acquaintance vrith him 
vras mainly of a social nature. At this time, £i\EAlIT vras asked- if E0SB1TBSP.G 
had •’ever propositionoi" him. He replied in the affirmative. Ho stated that 
one time vrhilo ho ani R0S313SuG wore walking alone, ho definitely received 
the impression that lOSPlTB'UEG was "sounding mo out”. SAJL’ilTY then added "but 
1 did not bite", l-^icn asked if he meant that EOSTIBSHG 'ras "sounding him out" 
in orddr to obtain information for Russia, EAPAITl’ advised that ho did not recall. 
At this time could not recall any additiorial information concerning this 

meeting. He further stated thut he never was too well acquaintod with EOSEliaPRG ' 
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or his wife and that he had definitely had no contact with the fiOSEHBEHGS since | 

moving from How York City to Ithaca in 1946. He added that he did not helievo 
that his wifo ever knew the EOSEKBEEGS. 


During the course of the search of subject's residence on the evening 
of July 19 and the morning of July 20, 1950 after the completion of the first 
interview, Special Agent PAUL E. 3IELER found a Bates Telephone List Tinder 
(pop-xg) address hook) in the middle di'awor of the desk in the main hedroom. 

The following appears as the last entry under the E's - "EOSEHBEEG, JULIUS 
and ETHEL, 10 Morjoc Street, How York 2". Wcion lntorviov;ed concerning this 
item, on July 20, 1950, 5AEAHT could offer no reaconahlc explanation as to 
why this entry should he there. He advised that the entry was in his hand- 
v/riting and that ho felt sure that the entry had hcon made while ho vras still '■ 
residing in Hew York City, offering as an explanation of its being there, the 
fact that it might have hocu in connection v;ith union business. The entry 
directly preceding this entry is as follows - "C;XE0ISTACK3E,. 217 Linden - 
Ith 31341 ". S.ARAHT was asked the reason this entry should precede the EOSSH- 
BERG entry, based on his former statement that he had had no contact with the 
EOSElffixSGS since moving to Ithaca in 1946. Ec stated that perhaps his wifo ' 
had v/anted to send the ROSEIIBERGS a Christinas card. Eo then changed his former 
statement to the effect that his wife v;as not acquainted with the EOSEi'JBERGS. 

He stated that he definitely recalled that his wife had met the EOSElffiSEGS 
while they vrore living in Hew York City, that he remembored a conversation 
between ETHEL EOSEHBERG and his vrife, LOUISE, concerning children. .Ho did 
not know v/hen or where this conversation took place. 


... 

S/JLAIJT was then questioned concerning the identity of C. EOISTACKEH 
and where he mot this person. Eo first stated that ho not EOISTACJEH after 
coming to Ithaca. Ec then stated that ho had heard of him, CHES-'^OI STACEEE , 
through BETTY. S.yiTDEES when ho was living in Nev; York City and had possibly 
recorded his name at that tine. SAE/iHT'S statement as to when ha met ROISTACEEH 
v.'as changed after he wc-s asked why if he mot SOISTACEER after coming to Ithaca, 
his name should precede EOSEHBEEG in his index. Eo first offered an ejgilanation 
that ho often skipped spaces in the index and later filled these spaces in. 
However;* after examining the listings on tho various pages in the list finder 
and noting no instances of such skipping practices, ho offered tho possibility 
that he know of EOISTACKEH before moving to Ithaca. It is to be noted that in , 
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the first interview, SARAITT edvisod that he did not know the nd-droes of JULIUS . 
BOSEIQEES. 


SiJAlTT was questioned further in this second intorviev; concerning 
his knowledge of and relationship v:ith ROSJSlIBEilG-. Ho stated that ho knew 
^OSKHBIiRG by his nicknam ”JULIE", that to the best of his recollection he 
had not him eight to ten tines end his vrifo, ETHEL, four to eight tines. He 
did not recall the nature of any of these nectings with ETHEL EOSHTBTIHG', Ho 
added that he actually knew JULIUS KOSISIBrUG only as a casual acquaintance. ■ 

He then stated that perhaps he first net him at a union meeting arid not as 
stated previously v/hon ho donated blood to his father. advised that 

he and EOSEiTSEHG- were both nenbers of the Federation of Architects, Engineers, 
Chemists, and Technicians, CIO, and that he distinctly recalled seeing him 
at nootings of this umion. He also advised th?,t he recalled meeting EOSEH- ’ 
BESG in restaurants; ho described those as casUcal nootings and could not 
remember any of the details. He could furnish no additional ir.formation 
concerning his one visit to the EOSEilEZSG apartment. • ' - 

SAEA2TT vras a.uostioned further concerning his meeting with EOSEHBEBfi 
When EOSEHBSEG "propositioned" him. He stated that he had no idea of the 
exact date but that this meeting nost probably took place sometino between 
January, 19^2, and January, 19^5* As he recalled it, ho and ROSMIBEEG had 
net at a union meeting of the Federation of Architects, Engineers, Chemists, 
and Technicians earlier In the evening, then addir:g that perhaps they had 
just happened to have a chance mooting at some restaurant. They v;oro alone 
and were vralking someplace in ITevr York City's lower East Side (SAFiiHT later 
stated that ho is not sure whether it vras on the East Side or not) . SAEAHT 
stated that he definitely romembers walking slowly and that it wa.s not raining. 
He believed that, as they v/cre vnilking alone, they were discussing political 
issues, but he does not recall v.'hat political issues, adding that he did not 
know BOSBEBEP.G as a. Comntmist Party member. He stated that he docs not ro- 
menber any more of the circumstances surrounding this meeting but that Ho 
received tho impression that EOSSIIBEAU v;as eomiding him out politically for 
the purpose of getting information -tind repeated "but I did not bite". Ho 
was questioned at length concerning further details of this meeting as to 
Just what was said and as to what proposition EOSENPEEG evade. He advised 
that he could recall nothing further. He definitely stated that EOSEiffiBEG , 
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did not at this tino or any other tino ack bin for any inforoation for trans- . • 
nittal to Bussia. ' • ( 

In the July 21, 1950 interviev;, SjiBA'JT advised that he onco recalled . v 
ETH3L EOSENBSRG tolling hin that she liked folk songs. Ec didn't renonher > 

where they v/cro when she said this. He also recalled that she told him she 
would like to try to sing and that sho h,ad ?. very shrill voice. S/vRi'iNT also . 
stated that he never particularly liked TiTHjlL BDSEHB3B.G-, that there was some- • \ 

thing about her that was displeasing to hin. 

In the July 25, 1950 interview, SyiZiU:TT sta.ted that ho remembered 
that the EOSSiTSSEGS had two children, but thr.t to the best of his knowledge 
he never savr them, although it ccu].d have been possible that he saw one of 
then in his one visit to the BOilEOi’JlG r.partnent. Eo stated that he believed 
the information regarding the children cane from JOEL BABE. He ad.visod that 
ho never recalled seeing EHTEL BOSBHBURG in a pregnant condition. 

During these interviews vrith SAPidTT, ho readily identified photographs 
of JTJIIDS r.OS231I2EB.C-. He positively denied that ROSBJIBEBG wa.s ever in the 
apartment at 65 Morton Street to his knovrlcdgc. He positivclj'- denied over 
engaging in espionage work for Bosonberg. He positively denied any contact 
v/hatsoever vrith KOSEiSHRG siiice noving to Ithaca in 19^o, 

It will be noted that SAilATT, in these intervievre, was very vague 
and evasive in his ajisvrers to nest questions. He cculd not recall axy exact 
or closely approximate dates of any mootings with HCSEliBaiirT or any specific 
or even general details of these meetings.

The following infomiation was obtained fron ALFRED S/JL'JIT con- 
cerning VIVIM GLT^SM’JT on July 20, I95O. * ' 

On the evening of July 19, 1950 and the morning of July 20, 

1950 a search of subject S/Jl'JJT's hcane at Cayuga Heights Road, Ithaca, 

New York, was conducted by authority of a Waiver of Search signed by 
SIJb'iKT on July 19, 1950. 

A box of pictures of ennoe trips was located at the borne of 
the subject by Special Agent JOM D. MAHONEY. Some of these photos were 
of a vowptt, tlin subject, and JOEL BilRR. The subject stated these were 
■fce.Ken on a canoe trip in the Fulton chain of lakes in Hew York State in 
1944. He stated t>ua •t-.ho wnmnn’s name was VIVM'J but claimed he did 
not know her last name and that she was a friend of JOEL He 

denied knowing anything about her back.ground despite the fact that she 
was on the canoe trip with then for two weeks. 

Photographs of a canoe- trip in 1^4:) included VIVIM, his wife 
LOUISE JACQUELINE ROSS, JOEL E/iBR and himself. He continued to deny 
that he knew anjfthing about VIVL’JT or licr background. 

On July 21, 1950, AU-'-RED furnished the followlr^ In- . 

formation regarding VlVI/ilJ GL/'.SSt-!AI-I . In discussing the canoe trips 
with S/'Ji/iNT on this date he stated that she v/as on the second canoe 
trip with him and JOEL E;’'kRR in 1944 and that she was also on the canoe 
trip with BAEU^, subject's v;ife and himself in 1945* He again stated 
that he did not know her last name or anything about her. He stated 
thc.t his wife, IDUISE, night know her name, as she was on the 1945 
canoe trip with then. He recalled that VIVIAT? attended, the musicalos 
at his apartment at 65 Morton Street, New York City. He said he could 
not recall how often or any of the details 

He was shovm photographs of VIVIA1^ GLASSriAH that were obtained 
from S.lR/iKT's homo on July 20, 1950, and he identified her; but con- 
-tinuecl to state that he did not loiow her last name. 

On July 22, 1950, ALFRID S/JUiNT volvintoererl the infomc.tion 
that after discussing the receipt of rent payments for the 65 Morton 
Street apartment in How York City, with his wife, that he now recollected 
that ho did receive a money order fron VlVI/Ji GX/SSWJi for the apartment, 
(information concerning the 65 Morton Street apartment. Hew York City, 
is being set out elsewhere in this report.) He stated that, his wife 
recalled that VIVTjW's last name was GL/'\SSMAIJ, but he denied knowing 
anything else concerning her. 
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A Bates List Finder was located in the home of the subject 
by Special Agent PAUL R.BIBLER in a search conducted on the evening 
of July 19, 1950 and the morning of July 20, 1950 by authority of a 
Waiver of Search signed by the subject on July 19, 1950. In this 
Bates List Finder was the name GLASSI>JAN, 3^3 East 8th St., N. Y. S, 
AL-48658, office DI 20540. Subject, on July 22, 1950, stated this 
individual was identical with VIVIA?J GLASSMAII. 

On July 24, 1950, the subject stated that the only persons 
who forwarded money to him for paj-ment of the rent at 65 Horton Street 
apartment. New York City, after he left there were JOEL Bi'iRR, WILLIAM 
PERL and VIVIM GL/'»3SM/\N. Ke stated that he could have received the 
lump sum cash payment for five or six months from any of these three 
persons. 


Concerning his meeting GUvSSM'JN, the subject stated on 
July 25 , 1950 that she was on the. second canoe trip in 1944 and that 
B/J® must have known her several months prior to the canoe trip and 
that he must have met her about the time of the canoe trip. He was 
uncertain. 


Subject stated that he had a vague recollection of BAER 
tolling about meeting her at some summer resort. He denied that he 
knetr where she worked but stated he vaguely remembered her being a 
student and studying for social work. He stated that he recalled she 
accompanied them on a lot of hiking trips. To the best of his knowledge 
she was not a member of the Communist Party and never luiew of her 
working at the United States Signal Corps. He recalled that she lived 
on the east side of New York City downtown, and believed it was on 
East 8th Street. It was pointed out to him that her address was 
listed in the Bates List Finder as 343 East 8th Street. He believed 
that this vras her address. He stated that as far as he could recall 
he was at her home only once and that GLASSfiAN’s mother and a sister 
or two lived with her. He could not remember anything about the 
apartment or what floor it was on. In regard to his visit to 
Gi/iSSMAN's apartment, he was quite sure he was single at the time and 
as he recalled lier family was there. SARANT, as he recalled, vent there 
to see VTVIM GL/'£SMi'J'I because he y!o& upset about a girl named GLi'DYS. 
>fO®YER,'^v;hoin he thought he was in love with and who at that time was 
giving him the "cold shoulder". (This would probably have been some- 
time between October 1, 19^3> which is the date he moved to 65 Morton 
Street, Now York City, and July 6, 1945/ the date he was married.) 

He could not explain why he should have gone to see VIVI/iN GLASSI4/’iN 
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c.bout this. He never know of GI/iSSMAW living on East 7th Street^ or 
at 112 East Tth Street^ New York City, or at any other address. 

He stated that he never knew that JOEL B<\RR was married to 
GLASSM/iN or that they lived together. He never knew of GIA^SMAK 
having a Loica camera. 

He stated that GU,SSMi'iN never come to Ithaca, Hew York, 
to see either him or his wife. He was not sure that he had not 
seen GL/iSSM^MJ in Hew York City since he had moved to Ithaca, New 
York. 


The subject stated that he was in New York City in November, 
1946 to attend a concert given by BETTY S/iI®EHS at Times Hall on East 
43 rd Street, New York. He stated he went to tho mneerh above and he 
might have seen GL/'i5SM/'JJ at that time.

The following information was obtained from ALEREE S\RAI.’T concerning 
SARANT Laboratories on July 22, 1950. 

He denied that he could remember where it was located but stated, ; , 
as he recalled, it was west of 6? Morton Street, Hew York City, on a cross 
street, and was within ten or fifteen minutes' walking distance of 65 Morton 
Street, New' York City. B'lRR and he had the idea of renting a shop to do . 

some work in and to use as a hobby shop. When questioned concerning this, 
he advised that they never used it to attempt to get Government contracts 
or to get any business. He denied that it was used as a cover conpany for 
espionage work. He stated that they used it as a hobby shop. He could not ’ 
recall Vifhen they rented the shop but remembered it vras on the first floor, 
and that he believed they had this shop between the time he was married, 

(7-6-U5) and the time he left New York City (9-1*6) for Ithaca, New York, He 
stated that he and B;4RR shared the expenses equally. He recalled that they 
■bought a lathe for about one hundred sixty dollars wliich was in the shop, and 
; ‘that they had a bench with steel legs and a wooden top. He could not recall ■ 
where they bought the lathe or bench. He stated that he was auite sure he 
paid for part of the lathe. As far as he could recall, they rented the shop 
on a month to month basis, and they had. it only for about four or five months _ . 
prior to the time he left for Ithaca, Ne\v York. He was quite sure that they 
had no telephone at the Harant Laboratories, SARANT advised that they had 
printed stationery, and that BARR had had this printed at his father's or 
brother's place of business, address unknown. He stated that both his father 
and brother were printers. 

In connection with the name.j-^l^^ant Laboratories, Incorporated, 
the subject was questioned as to why they needed a name if it. was only"^ a ; 

hobby shop. He could furnish or give no reasonable explanation except that 
they w-onted to have a name. 

Likewise, he could give no explanation as to why they needed stationery. 
He stated that BaRR thought of this idea. 

He denied trying to obtain Government or other contracts. 
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In regard to the name, Sarant Laboratories, Incorporated, subject 
stated that B4RR apparently just let subject's name appear on tho letterhead 
because he was a good fellow. He retnerobered the name, Sarrnt Laboratories, * 
appeared in the window in gold letters. They bought the letters at a hardware 
some place. 

The subject stated that the stationery letterhead contained his 
name, and possibly B^tfiR's, and his wife's maiden name, L. ,.«K^OoS. Viihen 
questioned about why his wife's name appeared on the letterhead, he rennlled ; 
that they wanted a third name on the letterhead, but could give no reason 
why. ■■ 

He denied that the Sarant Laboratories was ever incorpiorated or that 
they did any business. SAIiANT stated that he used to go there on Sundays and 
evenings occasionally but that it did not last long. Ho remembered working 
a little with the lathe and remembered B^iRR rt 2 pairing a radio, Ke stated that 
he did not knov/ what happened to this laboratory after he left, and he denied 
knovdng whether JOEL BAMi operated it after he left. He stated he did not 
sign any papers turning it over to anyone else. Ho stated that BARR might 
have sold it and assumes that BARR paid him for his share but could not 
remember... Ho thought ho r ;callod that BARR told him it was going to be taken 
over by some radio repairman. 

On July 25, 1900, the subject was asked v/hethar the address of 
227 ■\ost 11th Street, N'.^w York City, was the eddress of the Sarant Laboratories 
and he stated' that it vfas. 

Subject, upon being questioned as to whether he ever visited that 
nddr--;ss after he came to Ithaca, New York in September, 19ii6, stated that there' 
was a very remote possibility that he might h^ve, but he could not remember it. 
Ho had no recollection of ever visiting JOEL EtflR at that address. 

He denied operating the Snr-ant Laboratories after he came to Ithaca, 
Now York and stated that he would have remembered this. SARANT stated that 
actually, he had very little to do with the Sarant Laboratories and that JOEL . 
BMCR never told him what he used it for, and as far rs he knows, BARR used . ^ 

thw shop as a hobby shop. He stated that BARK found the space at 227 V»est 
11th Street, New York City, and rented it, and that BIRR put the gold letters 
in tho windov/ in the name, Sarant Laboratories. Ho stated that he now recalls 
that on one occasion, he walked by the hobby shop ;ind saw the name, Sarant V 
Laboratories in gold leaf in the window, and JOiiL BARR told him^that he (BARR) 
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hsd put the name in the vrindov;, 

5AR/il^lT stated that he does not recall that he or B.'RR paid the rent ' 
bj check, but that it was always paid with cash, and he could not rcc'ill the • ' [ 
asaount of the rent. S JfANT denied ths.t he opened a checking account in the 
name of the darant Laboratories, and if there were one, it was opened without 
his knowledge or consent, 

A copy of the letterhead of the Sarant Laboratories (it should be 
not.id that the letterhead did not contaan the word incorporated) was obtained 
from SARilNT. This letterhead containoc the following information:

. ALFR^r^^ARANT 


LOUISE JACQTJELINE SARANT vas interviewed on July 21, 22, 26 and- 
23, 1950 > Ly Special Agents PETER G. ROTH and PAUL R. DIBLER. Ulrou^out 
these interviews, she stated that she had no knowledge of the activities 
of JULIIS ROSENBERG and did not believe that her husband had assisted 
ROSENBERG in any espionage activity. She made the statement her husband 
had told her that there was nothing to worry about and that it would only 
be a matter of time until the FBI Agents were convinced that he had not ; 
•engaged in espionage. She further stated that her father, VICTOR K.„5U- . . 

''ROSS, an attorney at Ithaca, New York, had discussed the matter with her , 
and had told her to answer questions fully. However, her expressed 
recollection of the events prior to her departure from New York in 19*<'6 
was very incomplete in many instances. Information obtained during these 
interviews appears below under the heading of the individual, locatio'n • 
or activity to which it pertains. 


JULIUS ROSENBERG : 

Ih'S . S.ARANT stated that she recalled meeting JULIUS ROSEI'IBERG 
on one occasion. She stated that she was unable to fi:r the date of this ■ 
occasion, but that it necessarily must have been prior to her departure , 
from New York Cit;'- in September, 1946. She stated that she did not know 
where the meeting took place, but bcliovod it may have been in a restaurant. 
She recalled that her husband, ALFRED S/iRANT, and Mrs . JULIUS ROSENBERG. . 
were present. She discussed children with Mrs. ROSENBERG. She stated it 
was her recollection that Mrs. ROSENBERG had one child at that time, 
who was ill. She advised she was unable to furnish a description of 
EHIEL. ROSErreERG, other than that she was short, rather heavy and hod 
dark hair. She stated her recollection of JULIUS ROSEDiDERG was that ho 
was pleasant and wore glasses. She identified a picture of JULIUS . 
ROSENBERG. She was not shown a photogrrph of ETHEL ROSENBERG. • 

She stated she djd not recall if anyone else vas present at 
this meeting and did not recall that any particular topic was discussed 
other than the topic of children. Nlien she was asked why JULILB ROSENBERG'S 
address appeared in a Bates List Finder found in a drawer in a desk in 
her bedroom, she stated that she ^ras unable to e:q5lain. She stated that 
both she and her husband -used this Bates List Finder mid used it more 
prior to leaving New York than since. She denied any Imowlcdge of 
ROSENBERG'S espionage activities and denied that she had assisted -him - 
in any way and denied that she had any reason to believe that her husband 
had assisted ROSEIiBERG, She emphatically denied that ROSENBERG had ever _ . 
\isited them in Ithaca, New York, or that they had received any comraunica- 
t5.on from him. ^ 
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JOEL BARR; 


Mrs. SAE/UT advised that her c.cqi’aintance with JOEL..B/J®- 
dr.te^ from about the saine time as her acquaintance with ADTRED S/iR/iNT, 
whom she- met early in 1945 • >^hc advised that she- saw JOEL B/JRR of ten 
from early 1945 until September, 1946; that he was in their apartment 
at 65 Morton Street on many occasions, both alone and at social gatherinss 
and that she and her husbojad accompanied JOEL D/JIR end VIVIATI GIl'iSS^iA?I 
on a canoe trip in the.lAdirondcc'cs in the Fall o;: late Summer of 1945. 


She identified a photoemph of JOEL BAIffi. 


She stated she did not know aAET.'s place of employment while 
she Icncw him in Hew York, but Imovr tliat he wojs an engineer bj’’ profession.- 
She did not know his c;cact address, althour-li she believed the.t he lived . ‘ 
with his mother and sister, IRIS. She advised that JOEL B/JIR and her • 
husband, ALFRED S/Jt’lIT, were very good friends, and that they had a common' 
intcrect in music, although she stated she did not know if played any 


type of musical instrument. 




She statc-l it was quite x-'J'Oba.ble tha.t JOEL BdRR was or had been- 
a member of the Cormnunist Party, since she hci-sclf had been a Party member 
in 1944 and 1945, and that she believed she discussed issues, such as = . 

discrimination, freely with B/Jd’. and did not find him in conflict wi'th 
her. She stated, however, she had. no icnowledgo as to whether or not he 
actually was a member of the Greenwich Village Branch of the Coirjmunist 
Party or if he and her husband ]:iad been meirbers of the sarie branch of 
the Conmiunist Party. She stated th-at she ''•■as a member of the Greenwich . 
Village Branch for a short -tine, but did not know the names of other 
members. She a.lvised she did not know if B/ulB ves acquainted with JULIUg, ■ 
KOSSI'TBERG, but was quite certain that she hatl never had any reason to . 
believe that Dj'JIR \ to.s working for or vrith F.03ENBERG on any espionage 
activities. . ■ " 


She stated, she did not recall if her husband hod ever developed 
any photographs for JOI']L E/'JLd ajid that ifhilc she knew BhPI\ had a camera., : 
she did not iinow wha.t tj'pc of c-amcra he had. Mrs. S/u-tr'JIT alvised she 
bclic.'->fes that vicited her and he:’ Imcb-and at Itha-ca, New Yoi-k, 

She stated she is nnr.bl.c to fix the d.ntc of this visit, an.l docs not 
recall that there war, an;^ particular reason for the visit. She stated she 
did ’recall that JOEL BARlI's visit to Ithaca must have been' after December, 
194^, bcc.axis..; she is certain tha.t h(.’ savr her son, .TEPtLS-rf, who was born 
in December, .1946. . . . , • . . 
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She advised it is her vmderstanding that iTOEL BARR went to 
Europe saaetime in 1948. She stated that she did not’ know exactly 
where he is in Europe, hut believes she heard that he was in Sweden, .• 
studying music. She stated she had a rather indefinite recollection ' 
that BARR telephoned them in Ithaca and told them he was going to " 
Europe. She said she was unable to remember any further details con-. . 
cerning this telephone call. , . ^ 


She advised that she believed it quite possible that JOEL • 
BARR and WILLIAM PERL were acquainted, and that she is quite certain 
that JOEL BARR and VTVIAI'I CLASSMAN are well acquainted, since they 
were intimate friends prior to 19^5 and saw each other to some extent 
after 1945. • 


She advised she imderstood that one of JOEL BARR's parents • 
was Russian and that she recalled that at one time JOE- BARR and her ' 
husband, ALFRED SARAHT, studied Russian together, but that she could * ‘ . 
recall nothing concerning BARR’s attitude toward the Russian govern- 
ment, which would indicate to her that he vrould be engaged in espionage.

lirs. SARAKT stated that when she first met ALFRED SARAIJT, early 
in 1945# he resided in an apartment on the sixth floor of 65 l-lorton J ' 
Street, Now York City, and she resided at 60 Morton Street. After ; 
they were married in July, 1945^ she moved to his auarfcment at 65 ' ... 
Morton Street. They remained in this apartment until September 13# 

1946. She advised she recalled clearly that they left' the apartment 
on September I3, 1946 and that they wore driven Jto her parents' home, ^ 

422 Eddy Street, Ithaca, New York, by ELECTI^^^A^ON, who is ALFRED -x; 
SARAiNT’s sister. She stated that during the 'time she resided at this ; - 

apartment, it was furnished as follows: \ , 


In the living room there was a couch, a record cabinet, one 
large chair, some small tables, a maple chair, a maple coffee table, : 
which later was broken, a rug, and one lamp. She advised all of this ■ 
furnitiire was moved to Ithaca with the exception of the coffee table - 
and possibly the floor lamp. 


In the kitchen was a table, two chairs, refrigerator and . 
stove. She axlvised that the table and chairs were moved to Ithaca. 
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She stated the bedroom contained one bed and tvo small ^ 

chests. She advised that when they moved to Ithaca, they left only 
the box springs from the bed, since it was not in good condition. 

With regard to the occupancy of the opartment after she 
moved to Ithaca, she stated that she vras avare of the fact that they 
had been paying the rent on this apartment until recently, although 
she did not know the exact date was January, 1950* She stated she 
did not recall definitely what arrangements were made at the time 
they left the eparyjient, but believed there was some thought they 
migjit return to the apartment sometime in the future and that it was s 
to be occupied by friends while they were gone. She stated she con- 
sidered this arrangement quite natirral, since apartments were hard to . . 
get in New York City at that time and she felt she and ALFRED were . , 
more than glad to continue to pay the rent os long as someone else ^ 
wanted to use the apartment. She stated that to the best of her ' ' 

recollection the money orders which they received in payment of the ^ • 
rent on this apartment all came from vrtLLIAli PERL, with the exception 
of one money order which i/as received within the first year after they 
vacated the apartment, from VIVIAN GLASSMAIJ, She advised that altho\igh 
she believed WILLIAM PERL sent money orders for payment of the rent on 
the apartment, for nearly four years after they left, she did not ■ ' 
clearly recall if they gave him the key at the time they left the 
apartment. She further stated she had never asked anyone who was 
using- the apartment in their absence, since it was a matter of no 
concern to her. . , j.”;- 

She advised that she had not visited the apartment at 65 
Morton Street since September 13 , 19^6. She stated she was xmable to 
explain why VIVIAN GLASSI-VuJ would have paid one month's rent on the 
apartment, since it was her recollection that VIVIAN GL'^SMAIi lived 
with her mother in New York City. She stated that if this apartment 
was used for any illegal pui-poso after September I 3 , 19 ^ 6 , it was 
without her knowledge and^her husband's knowledge. 

She further said she did not recall who advised them to dis- 
tintinuc paying the rent on this apartment. She stated that as far as 
she knew, no one hod ever paid them a lump suja for several months ' 

' rent • n the apartment . 

She stated that she did not recall exactly when BILL PERL^ 
started to occupy the apartment and when she was shown letters from 
PERL ad-drcGScd to l-Ir. and Mrs. ALFRED S/JVJIT reflecting that PERL was 
in the apartment ns early as September, 1946, and further reflecting 
that PERL hod sent then a bill of s-ale for certain items of^ furniture, 
she stated she had no recollection concerning these letters". «

WILLIM PERL; 


Mrs. S/JRAI'IT stated that she met WILLIAM PERL during her residence 
at 65 Morton Street, New York City. She did not know him by the name of 
Ir/TT. T.TA M ICTTEKPERL. She advised her recollection of PEEL was that he uas 
an infrequent visitor and appeared to be just arriving from or going 
sonoplace. She stated she did not know where his parents lived or ■ ' 

vheit his occupation was. She stated that she believed he was undoubtedly 
acquainted with JOEL BARE, but had no reason to believe that he was , , 

acquainted with JULIUS ROSENBERG. 

She identified a photograph of V/ILLL'iI4 PERL. - , 

Mrs. SAR/iNT advised that she did not know what broui^t V7ILLIAM 
PERL and her husband together, as she did not recall that PERL was 
particxilarly interested in music as were most of the people whom they 
entertained in their apartment. She stated that she had no reason to 
believe that vrCLLIAM PERL was a guitar player and had no knowledge con- 
cerning the bill of sale which was found aiiong her husband ’ s effects . 
reflecting that vrELLT/JM PERL had purchased a guitra: and appurtenances 
from the Tatay Music Store in New York City. 

She stated that she \ftxs unacquainted -vrith any girlfriend of 
PERL's named HETTI^oAVIDGE . She stated that PERL visited then once 
in Ithaca, New York, during the tine they resided at 422 Eddy Street.’ 

She believed this v^as in 1947 and that PERL was in Ithaca on some sort 
of business and just dropped in to say hollo to then. She stated she 
docs not know whore PERL is at the present tine, althougli she recalls 
that some of the money orders they received from PERL ceme from Ohio, 
either Cincinnati or Cleveland. 

She stated she was never very well acquainted with V/ILLIAM 
PERL and Icncw nothing concerning his activities and had no reason to 
believe that ho was over engaged in furnishing information to JULIUS 
ROSENBERG. 

SAR/jrr L^^.BOR/.TOP.IES ; , 

Mrs. SAR/'JTT advised that about the tine she was married, her 
husband and JOEL BARR set up what they called the Snrant Laboratories, 
which was locate^! sonewhoro in Gi'ccnwich Village within easy walking 
distance of 65 Morton Street. She said that it was cither in the 
basement or on the ground floor of a building an! had a big glass 
window somewhat, like a store window. Gho stated she did not recall 
the rddross. She advised that the space consisted of only one room 
with the privilege of using a nearby restroom. In the room she 
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recalls a work bench with vhat she described as common tools, such as 
hammers, saws and chisels, a drill press and a piece of electrical 
equipment called an oscillograph. She stated the reason she recalls 
this latter piece of equipment was that JDEL BARR demonstrated it to ■ 
her one day and she remembers watching the "wiggly line flashing back 
and forth across the screen." She advised that the Sarant Laboratories 
was merely a place for her husband and JOEL BARR to "putter" . She 
stated they all had a lot of fun drawing up the letterhead which cost . ■ 

them nothing, since it was printed by JOEL BARR's father or brother, 

■vrho had a printing business, but that this labroatory brought in no 
cash income as far as she knows, and the letterhead was not used. She 
stated that her name, L. J. ROSS, was listed on tho lettei’heard as 
more or less of a "little joke". 

She advised she did not know what her husband and JOEL BARS 
intended to develop in this laboratory and does not believe they spent 
very much time there. She further stated she did not recall what . 
happened to the laboratory when they left New York City or if her 
husband was ever paid for his share of the equipment in the laboratory. 

She stated that matters of money had never been of any concern 
to her and her husband, and that they were not practical and systematic 
about such things. ’ . 

She stated that outside of herself, her husband and JOEL BARR, 
she recalled only one person who had ever visited the Sarant Laboratories 
and this was a close friend of hers named JANET^PARG^SirCHirJSON, who- • 
she recalled as having once spent an afternoon in the laboratory doing 
some plaster of paris modelling. She stated that this woman is interested 
in sculpture. 

VIVIAN CLASSMAN ; ' 

24rs. Smm readily identified a photograph of VIVIAN GLP.SSMAN 
and stated that this individual had once been JOEL BARR's "girlfriend" 
and had accompanied BARR and the SARANTS on a canoe trip in 194-5 . She 
stated that oven though she had seen VIVLAN GLA3SMi\N quite often, she 
did not consider her to be a particularly close friend, and that she 
had not seen her since she left New York in 1946. She advised CLASSMAN 
had, visited Ithaca on only one occasion to the best of her knowledge 
and this v/as in the fall of 1945 at tho conclusion of the canoe trip. 

She advised it was her recollection that JOEL BARR and VIVIM GI/RSMAN • 
"broke up" sometime in 1946. She stated she believed VIVIAJ'I GLASSMAN 
resided with her mother, but that she did not know her addr^ess in New York. 
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She stated she had no reason to 'oelieve that VIVIf GL/^SWJ?. 
was acquainted vith JULIUS ROSEJIBERG. 

Llrs. S/JRAKT said that VIVIAII GL/iSGI-?/vK was a social worker, but 
that 'she did not know by whoia she was employed. ... 

rHOTOGRAPIIIC EXPE3IM CE: 

Mrs. SARiMJT stated that she had no particular photographic 
experience, although she had helped her husband develop films on 
occasion. She stated at the time of their marriage, her husband heui 
only one camera as far as she Icnew, which is the same "Bee Bee" ccmcro 
which he has at the present time. She advised her husband hod other 
photographic equipment while they lived in the apartment at 65 Morton 
Street, which she described as follows: 

, The developer , chemicals and trays were kept in the kitchen. 

The enlarger was on a shelf in the closet. 

There was a tripod for the camera. She did not recall where 
it was kept. 

She stated they had some f.loodlights which they first had on 
stands similar to music stands, but w?iich were later rciiiovcd from the 
stands '..and clipped in various places about the apartment to be used' 
as regular lights. She advised that some of, the li^ts which are in 
use in her home in Ithaca today ore these same floodlights. She stated - 
she did not remember that her husband and JOEL B/JIR spent any particular 
nmoun-t of time developing pictm'cs and does not recall them ever making 
any document photographs. 

She stated she did not believe her husband had ever owned a 
Lieca camera and fxirther she probably would not recognize a Licca ccmcra 
if she saw one. 

M/OC ELITCHER : 

Mrs . SAR:'J3T stated tlia.t she had. never huiown anyone by this 
name and st.ated that she did not recognize the photographs of MAIi.and 
HELENE ELITCHER which were exhibited to her. 





MICIL'vEL SIDOROVICH: 


Mrs . S;.R.''1IT advised that aho did not know MICfL'JSL SIDOROVICH 
or AIP:IE SIDOROVICH. A photograph of MICH/'JSL SIDOROVICH was shown to " 
her and she stated that she did not believe she had ever met this 
individual. 
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DAVID and RUTH GREEKGL'^i^S ; 


Mrs. SARTIJT advised that she had never known or heard of 
DAVID and RUTH GREERGl^VSS and failed to identify photographs of these 
individuals . 

H ARRY GOID ; 

Mrs. S/d^/JiT stated that she did not know HARRY GOLD, and when 
shown the photograph of him, stated she did not recall ever having seen 
it in the newspapers, ai^d that she hati nevoz’ net this individual. 

MORTON SOBLL L; 

Mrs. S/iR/^T stated that she does not know MORTON SOBELL.- She 
was hot shown a photograph of MORTON SOEELL. 

TRIPS TO I'lgJ YORK CITY ; 

Mrs. S.''JL'uIT was asked to fiirnish infozT?ation concerning all 
of the visits which she and her husband had made to New York City since 
September I 3 , 19^6. She furnished them as follovrs: 

■■ 1.^,,., About March, 19^7, she a:zd .ALFRED G/dt'UT, JETK-tY, Mjt. and 

Mrs., VICTOR'^ROSS drove to New York in the ROSS automobile. This was for 
a visit with friends and relatives and she believed they stayed with 
MURIEL and AJ^Tffi^^UDIN, Q Gay Street, New’ York City. 

2. She stated she had made one trip to New York City alone 
sometime after the March, 194-7, trip, but she could not recall the 
enact date . The purpjose of this trip was to attend the marriage of 
ELECTR/'v. and JOEL' -"jAYSON . She stated she probably stayed ^/ith the 
BOUDINS at this time. , , . 

■ 3* Id Fcbznzary, 19^9, she vent to Hew York City alone to 
attend the funeral of her grandfather BR/J®T. 

4. She and her husband and the children went to New York City 
in the fall of 1949, probably November, to attend a birthday party for 
her husband's father, NONDA GEORGB^i’-iEAilT, who resides at BoJ/Iwin, 

Now York. 
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5. In March or April, 1950, Mrs. advised she went to -c 

New York Citj" alone, driving down -irith friends and returning by bus. 

She stated that she stayed in New York for two days to consult a 
physician and refused to discuss the nature of her business with hira. 

6. She advised she returned to New York in May of 1950 
alone, driving down with Mr. ROSS and returning by bus. She stated 
this wa.s for the purpose of visiting the doctor nentioned above. 

7. She stated she and the children went to New York by 
plane on July 11, 1950, returning on July 21, 1950- She stayed with 
/iRTilUR and MURIEL BOUDIN. This was to bo a vacation trip. 

She advised her husband had made one trip to New York alone 
in March of 1950. She stated this was with a JOSEPH INTEHJi/iGGIO and 
the piirposc was to raise funds for the purchase of a building in 
connection with her husband’s business. She believed they stayed 
approximately throe or four days. She advised she did not recall 
the exact date, but it could be obtained from the firm of Brewer 
and Broim, a furnace repair firm in Ithaca, New York, who had to 
come out and repair their heating-system while her husband was gone. 

BACICGROUIH) : • - . 

- .. Mrs. S/Jl'iNT advised that she wis born April 2, 1923 at New 
York 'City, Her father's name was DAVID'IruBEL: her mother's name was 
MINAr ^BR’irOT. Her father and mother were divorced and her mother later 
married VICTOR K. D. ROSS, who adopted her so that she was knovm 
afterthat as LOUISE- ROSS. She advised that she is more commonly 
kno^ by the nicknrjic "PUGG". 

She resided in New York City vintil about 1935 and then moved 
with the ROSSES to Noi*v;ich, New York, whore they resided about one 
year. They then moved to IJ;haca, New York. 

She stated that the last address which she remembered 
residing with her parents in New York City was at kZ Charlton Street. 

She attended hlglt school in Ithaca, New York, and then went 
to Fonn College, Cleveland, Ohio, for one year in 19^1. She has liad 
no further formal education. 

She advised that she has been employed at the following places: 
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III the svEEnGr of 194-2 for the Eclipse, c. division of 
the Bendix Corporation at Elmira, hew York. 

She was employed by the Soviet Government Purchasing . 
Conmdssion, Uashington, D. C., for a few months 
in 1943 or 1944. 

She worked for the Aero Spark Plug Company, New York. 

City for a few months, which she believed was in 1944. 

She was employed by the Premier Crystal Laboratory, Hew 
York City, for a short time, probably in 1944. 

She was also employed by "Look" magazine for a shcid; 
time in New York City in 3.944 or 1945- 

She stated that all of this employment at the various factories 
was cither in assembly or inspecting and that the other oraplojonent was 
clerical. She advised she was uiionployed in 1945 when she met her 
husband, and that the other dates of empibynont are not clear to her 
since they were all of short duration and she visited back and forth 
between Ithaca and New York City very frequently and was unemployed 
for long periods of time. 

- r-'"*” She stated she spent a few mouths in Mexico City, whci'O she 
visited J/lffiS and ELIZ-'J3ETirScSENnOUSE. She believed this was in 1942 
or 19-43 and docs not recall exactly hew she became acquainted with those 
people. She advised that she had lived during tlio tine she was employed 
by the Soviet Governmeat Purchasing Commission at two different addresses 
neither of which she recalled. One of then was with a PEBECCA and 
V/lLLLUfvBEST, which she believes \rtis on Tunalaw Road. The other one 
was a rooming house operated by -a I-'irs<^.Gi-4'JI. 


In New York, she stated she hod resided sonewhoro on West 


Fourth Street in 1942 or 1943 with SP/EGO HUTCHINSON. She advised 

that the only other address in New York where she h-ad over lived for 
any period of time prior to her marriage was at 60 Morton Street, where 
she had one room in an apartment which iras rented by an SDWilKD .

She stated that her real father, DAVID RUBEL, resides 
somewhere in New York City or Long Island, but that she has seen 
h.in on only one occasion since she was about three years old, and 
that was to have lunch with him about the time of her marriage in 

1945. 

She advised that her parents, VICTOR K. D. and .HINA^'^R^S, 
had been very patient with her and that the i-oason she had gone to 
Mexico and had lived alone in New York on various occasions ’during 
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vhlch. she vas uncinployc'I and was suportcd by then v;as that she hod been 
unable to nakc up her nine, as to her future and that it had been their, 
thought that by allowing her to spend sone tine in New York City- by 
herself she -irauld be able to cone to sonc decision. She stated that 
was the reason she was living alone in Hew York and was unenployed at 
the tine she net her husband.

On July 28, 1950, FRANK LA ROCK was intervienred at his paint 
store, 537 W. State Street, Ithaca. He fvjrnished the following infor- 
riation. 

f He stated that ho and StiRAJJT arc 50-50 partners in the business. 
IflTEIW.GCTlO was considered in forr-iing tl;e business; however, INTERI-IAGGIO, 
was unable to raise enough nonoy and finally it was forr.:ed by S/»R/J?T and 
Li\ ROCK. S/JCiNT takes no active; part in the store. LA ROCK said he does 
all banicing and booldccoping; banlc account is at Totrphins County Trust 
Company. He said that S/il/dIT seldoEi receives telephone calls or nail at 
the store. • Such calls oi' nail ore apparently for business' purposes. LA 
ROCIj: says his association with S/uC'JT is completely for business reasons 
and/hc does not have any social contact with hii'i. 

Li\ ROCK ctatod to Lis knovrlodgc S/uVuJT leas been out of Ithaca 
only twice in t!;c tine he has Icnow. hin, which is since January, 1950. 

In April, SAJIMIT and INTERMIGGIO went to New York City together, the 
purpose of the trip being to raise money to ctcjrt the business. S/iR/JIT 
contacted his father for this purpose, La\ ROCK believes. The other trip 
out of Ithaca is his present vacation trip, though LA ROCK said he has 
no idea where S/UdlT is spending his vacation. 

Regarding phone calls, LA ROCK rocallcd^hat about one or two 
days before SAib'JFr v:ont on his vacation, H0V7/JU>''CRUBER called on the 
phone at the store, asked for SIIUIaL' , then loft his extension number at 
Cornell and his residence telephone nui,iber witl: t'lo request that SAR/JIT 
! call hiiU. Later, wlion G/Jv/JIT had iiot contacted the store, lA ROCK' 

called SiHbJlT at liis iiomc aiid relayed the message. S/ib'jrr told lY. ROCK . 
that GRNBUi had just colled h.lLi. 
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LA ROCK said SAiWIT's 

setting up the business, but as ROSS is the ' yMMEMMiiiMyiw- yrc 
in Ithaca, LA ROCK took the precaution of revieving the proposals with a 
Cornell professor who is an attorney and accountant. LA ROCK also men- 
tioned that>'^GGIWS , a lav student at Cornell, who formerly worked as a 
painter for SARAliT, is now working in ROSS' office. 

LA ROCK was asked whether SARAIlx had ever broken a business 
appointment for some unloiowa or unusual reason, a-id he advised that he 
did not recall anything like that. 

DONALD Jt>^SEI#?ETr ' ' ' 

-Hr.- DONALD J. BEIfiJETT, ll4 Aubvum Street, Ithaca, was inter- 
viewed on July 28, 1950. Mr. BENNETT is a member of the Ithaca Fire 
Department and since sometime in 1948 has been acquainted v/ith the Sub- 
ject. He first became acquainted with him because he hed previously 
helped- the Subject's father -in ‘-lavr, VICTOR ROSS, build a house on the 
vrest Shore Road, Ithaca. After this house i>ra,s completed, ROSS told 
BENl'iETT that SARj\NT needed a carpenter. After helping construct the 
Subject's house, BENNETT began working for the Subject as a painter in 
the spring of 1948, Ho has worked for him intermittently since that , . 

date. 

BElHffiTT said that ho recalled that SARAI'IT had made a trip to 
New fork with JOSEPH IliTERf'lAGGIO about March 1950. He stayed several 
days, ostensibly to borrow money to purchase the building '.rhich he owns 
in partnership vitii CLARENCE LA ROCK in Ithaca. BENI-.'ETT further advised 
that while ho worked at the Subject's house he did not get acquainted 
ivlth any of the Subject's visitors, and did not know who, if anyone, 
visited him from New York. • 

BENNETT advised that his almost daily contact with SARANT had 
not in any way given him the impaa^sslon that the Subject is in any way 
disloyal, or inclined toward Communism. 
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JOSEPH IHl'SRI-lAGGIO 

IHTEKIAGCrlO vas interviewed on July 27, 19>0, at the home of a 
friend, Av^UKELSTHIH, HD, West Shore of Cayuga Lai:©. 

EITERi’IAGGIO said he has hoen a partner of VICTOR ROSS in the 
Waterlox paint franchise since May, hut is dissolving that agree- 

ment. He first heard about Subject from ROSS about two 3 '^ears ago, and 
fii'st met Subject about a 3 /'car and a hall’ ago. Since the spring of 19^9> 
ha has been giving Subject leads for painting contracts. Early this 
year. Subject, FRAIK LA ROCK a:id IRTExRI4.\GGI0 plarjicd to form a partner- 
ship in the paint business j however, the partnership vas not completed.

They had planned to return 
to Ithaca that day; however, fjj Iiad something he wanted to do (unknown 
to INTERMAGGIO) and they stayed over. IKTERI'ViGGIO sta^'ed at his aunt's 
home in Brooklyn that Monday night, met AL on Tuesday, and they returned 
to Ithaca.

During ths senxch of Subject 'a residence, various letters were • 
found from an individual named BEITY S/J.TILRS. Mrs. S/JViifT stated that 
BETTY S/IIDEPS, 2212 Ditnias Avenue, Brooklyn, New York, had been a friend 
of hers since 19^2 or 1943,- f>.nd had visited her and her husband very often 
at 65 Morton Street, New York City. She stat'.;d that SiUIDERS is a "folk 
singer" and is Chairman of Peoples Artists in Nov York City. She advised 
that SAi®ERS had visited the S/J^/'J-ITS in Itl aca, but that she did not re- 
call the dates of those visits.
